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THE  PERSIAN  VERSION 

by  Robert  L.  Clarke 

After  several  weeks  of  intermittent  effort  I have  succeed- 
ed in  translating  into  English  the  section  of  a catalogue 
written  in  Farsi  script  which  deals  with  the  silver  issues 
of  Ahmed  Shah  Ghajar.  The  coin  descriptions  given  are  not 
absolutely  accurate  and,  of  course,  they  undoubtedly  suf- 
fered some  from  my  translation.  However,  with  the  aid  of 
specimens  of  most  of  the  coins  I have  attempted  to  give  a 
description  detailed  enough  to  permit  the  reader  to  iden- 
tify his  coins. 

Quotation  marks  indicate  the  English  translation  of  Iran- 
ian script  unless  the  script  is  otherwise  identified.  I 
interpret  the  word  "Tehran"  in  script  to  be  the  equiva- 
lent of  a mint  mark.  I know  of  no  other  mints  that  struck 
the  Ahmed  silver  series  except  for  some  forgeries  deliber- 
ately struck  in  Berlin  during  World  War  I and  which  were 
1000  and  2000  dinar  pieces. 

What  follows  are  descriptions  of  the  shahis.  All  of  these 
are  classified  in  Yeoman's  "Modern  World  Coins"  as  being 
Y64  for  which  the  date  range  is  obviously  wrong  because 
Ahmed  only  achieved  the  rule  in  1327  after  dethroning  his 
father.  These  pieces  are  17  millimeters  in  diameter,  very 
thin  yet  have  milled  edges,  and  weigh  3.6  peas  (an  old 
Iranian  measure  of  weight).  I regret  that  I cannot  repro- 
duce the  script  exactly  so  that  the  reader  can  distinguish 
the  coins  of  Ahmed  from  those  of  other  reigns  by  this 
method.  However,  with  the  dates  as  guides  one  should  soon 
be  able  to  make  note  of  these  script  differences. 

Shahis  of  Ahmed  Shah  Ghaiar 

TYPE  I:  Obverse  - "Sultan  Ahmed  Shah  Ghajar"  in  script 

within  a small  circle  surrounded  by 
crescents  of  leaves.  No  crown.  Date 
at  bottom  under  the  ribbon  tying 
leaves. 

Reverse  - Lion  and  Sun  within  crescents  of 
leaves.  Crown  above.  "Shahi"  in 
script  below  Lion. 

Quite  common  - I have  coins  dated  1333,  1334,  1335, 
1337,  1339  and  1342.  A 1/4  qiran  of  same  design  is 
illustrated  in  Yeoman  as  No.  65a. 

TYPE  II:  Obverse  - "Sultan  of  Sultans  Ahmed  Shah  Ghajar" 

in  script  inside  a circle  of  leaves. 
Crown  above. 

Reverse  - Lion  and  Sun  inside  crescents  of 
leaves.  Crown  above.  "Shahi"  in 
script  below  Lion.  Date  along  side 
and  between  the  legs  of  the  Lion. 

Scarce  or  Rare  - Reported  as  having  the  date  range 
1327-1332  but  I have  never  encountered  a specimen. 


TYPE  III:  Obverse  - ''Sultan  of  Sultans  Ahmed  Shah  Ghajar" 

in  script  inside  a circle  surrounded 
by  crescents  of  leaves.  No  crown. 
"Tehran"  in  script  at  bottom  under 
the  ribbon  tying  leaves. 

Reverse  - Lion  and  Sun  within  crescents  of 
leaves.  Crown  above.  "Shahi"  in 
script  below  Lion.  Date  at  bottom 
beneath  the* ribbon  tying  crescents 
of  leaves. 

Scarce  - I have  a coin  dated  1329.  Reported  as 
having  a date  range  of  1327-1330. 

TYPE  IV:  Obverse  - "Oh  salute  the  worthy  Sahibol  Zaman" 

in  Arabic  script  within  a circle 
surrounded  by  crescents  of  leaves. 

No  crown.  "Tehran"  in  script  below 
the  ribbon  tying  leaves. 

Reverse  - Lion  and  Sun  within  crescents  of 
leaves.  Sultan’s  crown  above. 

"Shahi"  in  script  beneath  the  Lion. 
Date  alongside  and  between  the  legs 
of  the  Lion. 

Most  common  variety  - No  date  range  given.  I have 
coins  dated  1332,  1333,  1336,  1337,  1341  and  1342; 
also  a specimen  without  date. 

TYPE  V:  Obverse  - Exactly  as  for  TYPE  IV. 

Reverse  - Exactly  as  the  obverse  of  TYPE  I. 

This  is  probably  only  a mule  and  should  not  be 
classified  as  a separate  type,  although  the  Iranian 
catalogue  so  designates  this  coin  which  is  believed 
to  exist  only  with  the  date  1335.  I have  a specimen. 

Coinage  during  the  reign  of  Ahmed  Shah  Ghajar  suffered 
due  to  carelessness  on  the  part  of  the  mint,  and  many 
coins  have  Ijeen  found  (by  others)  on  which  there  are  op- 
posing dates  on  both  obverse  and  reverse.  I think  this 
statement  in  the  catalogue  may  also  indicate  that  muled 
coins  are  fairly  common  in  the  Ahmed  series.  I have  a 
curious  shahi  which  appears  to  have  the  normal  TYPE  IV 
obverse  and  what  was  originally  a TYPE  III  reverse  carry- 
ing the  date  1328.  To  this  has  been  added  the  date  1341 
in  the  TYPE  IV  position,  alongside  and  between  the  Lion’s 
legs.  This  piece  may  properly  be  termed  a 1341  dated 
TYPE  IV  reverse  overstruck  on  a 1328  dated  TYPE  III 
reverse . 

As  a closing  note,  Sahibol  Zaman  is  the  twelfth  prophet 
of  Islam.  The  first  eleven  followed  Mohammed.  Sahibol 
Zaman,  according  to  the  Koran,  will  appear  on  earth  during 
the  final  days  of  this  planet  and  escort  the  true  be- 
lievers to  heaven.  Many  religious  tokens  of  approximately 
shahi  size  and  weight  are  found  with  slogans  which  make 
reference  to  this  twelfth  prophet.  These  are  undated  and 
generally  have  the  same  obverse  and  reverse  designs. 


ADDE1C>UM:  After  completing  the  above  article,  I have  just 

found  another  variety.  This  one  is  a mule  without  date  -- 
having  the  obverse  of  Type  III  muled  with  the  obverse  of 
Type  IV.  This  would  be  Type  VI  in  the  above  article  but 
the  more  I think  about  it,  I would  relegate  both  this  one 
and  Type  V to  variety  status  as  they  are  only  mules,  how- 
ever common  they  may  be.

QUESTIONS  ON  LEBANESE  COINAGE  - A REVIEW 
by  Granvyl  G.  Hulse,  Jr. 

In  the  April  1971  NI  Bulletin  I submitted  a series  of  11 
questions  concerning  modern  Lebanese  coinage.  I hope  I 
have  replied  to  all  of  the  letters  and  my  sincere  thanks 
to  the  prompt  response  from  the  NI  membership.  There  were, 
however,  a few  questions  that  were  not  answered  and  in 
order  to  have  my  final  article  as  complete  as  possible  I 
am  reviewing  them  for  your  comment.  If  you  do  know,  or 
think  you  know,  the  answer  to  any  of  these  questions 
please  do  not  assume  that  someone  else  has  replied  but 
send  them  on.  I would  much  rather  have  a hundred  duplicate 
replies  than  none. 

1.  Yll,  12  and  13.  Though  we  have  gone  far  in  locating 
varieties  and  Holland  Wallace  of  Whitman  Publishing 
Co.  is  now  going  over  my  notes  I still  do  not  know 
where  these  were  struck  or  even  an  estimate  of  how 
many. 

2.  Y20,  25  and  21.  I now  know  how  many  but  not  where 
these  coins  were  struck. 

3.  Y26,  10  Piastres  dated  1968.  I now  assume  that  the 
Paris  mint  struck  this  coin  in  1968,  1969  and  1970 
but  all  dated  1968  and  a total  mintage  of  15,000,000. 
Has  anyone  found  a coin  of  this  denominated  dated 
other  than  1968? 

4.  Y27,  25  Piastres  dated  1968.  Again  1 know  how  many 
but  still  do  not  know  where  they  were  struck. 

5.  And  a final  question  I forgot  the  first  time.  Is  any- 
one aware  of  any  mules,  patterns,  or  proofs  struck 
after  1940?

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NET  HER  LAMPS  ANTILLES  MI  NTT  MASTER  MARK  VARIETY 
by  Marvin  L.  Fraley 

It  has  been  noted  in  a few  publications  that  a new  variety 
of  the  Netherlands  Antilles  1965-dated  2-1/2  cent  bronze 
piece  has  been  released.  The  new  variety  has  a "star" 
added  to  the  "fish"  mintmaster  mark  of  Dr.  J.  W.  A.  van 
Hengel  who  served  as  mintmaster  fpr  the  Utrecht  Mint  in 
The  Netherlands  from  1945  to  June  1,  1969. 

Dr.  van  Hengel,  who  name  translates  into  English  as 
"fishing  rod",  was  succeeded  as  Utrecht  mintmaster  by 
Dr.  Ir.  van  den  Brandhof  on  June  1,  1969  and  he  selected 
as  his  mark  a "cock",  an  old  Dutch  symbol  for  alertness. 

Inasmuch  as  the  new  1965  variety  of  the  Antilles  2-1/24; 
piece  had  a "star"  added  to  the  "fish"  mark  of  van  Hengel, 
it  was  speculated  by  many  that  this  coin  was  struck  on  the 
old  1965  dies,  reengraved  to  add  the  "star",  under  the 
present  mintmaster,  Dr.  v.  d.  Brandhof.  A note  to  my 
friend  and  dealer  in  Amsterdam,  Jacques  Schulman,  brought 
the  following  response: 

"As  regard  the  2^  cent  Netherlands  Antilles;  these 
pieces  dated  1965  are  struck  after  June  1st  1969  when  Mr. 
v.d.  Brandhof  became  mintmaster. 

"As  you  may  know  many  denominations  of  the  coins  of  the 
Netherlands  Antilles  as  well  as  Surinam  are  struck  with 
the  old  dies  and  of  course  the  old  dates,  according  to  the 
demand  for  change.  In  order  not  to  have  to  make  new  dies 
which  is  rather  expensive  they  simply  added  a small  star." 


HYDERABAD  1/8  RUPEES

While  checking  through  a lot  of  Indian  States  coinage  re- 
cently, I discovered  a few  coins  that  my  be  of  interest  to 
some  of  our  members.  Out  of  108  coins  supposedly  all 
Hyderabad  Y-44  (Nickel  1/8  Rupee)  I found  that  104  were 
indeed  Y-44,  but  four  others  were  earlier  silver  types. 

One  was  a Y-38  and  three  were  Y-30.  The  interesting  de- 
velopment however,  was  the  dates  of  the  Y-30  types.  One 
is  dated  "1355"  and  the  other  two  are  dated  "1351"  - 
neither  of  which  dates  can  be  found  in  standard  references 
R.  S.  Yeoman  gives  the  dates  of  this  type  as  1330-1347 
(AD  1912-29).  K.  W.  Wigqins  (in  Remick,  et  al)  concurs 
with  these  Samvat  dates  (although  he  translates  them  to 
AD  1911-28). 


While  I am  not  an  expert  in  this  area,  these  do  appear  to 
be  genuine,  (silver,  16mm,  plain  edge).  I wonder  if  any 
of  the  NI  members  have  came  across  either  of  these,  or  any 
other,  dates  not  listed?  Can  anyone  provide  any  additional 
information  in  this  area?  Please  let  me  hear  from  you.

DOLCRES  H.  DAVIS,  NI  #320  has  been  active  in  the  coin  hobby 
for  10  years,  currently  collecting  foreign  minor  and  crown- 
sized  coins*  both  by  date  and  type.  Being  a great  believer 
in  building  a fine  numismatic  library,  regardless  of  text 
language,  this  has  led  to  one  of  the  most  interesting  as- 
pects of  numismatics  - research.  Having  written  several 
article  for  numismatic  publications,  she  is  currently  work- 
ing on  the  following  manuscripts: 

Japanese  Coinage 

Czechoslovak  Coinage  1918-1970 

The  Gold  Holding  Regulations  of  the  World 

Austro/Hungarian  Medieval  Coinage  1450-1750 

The  latter  manuscript  is  part  of  her  volunteer  effort  in 
cataloging  the  coins  of  this  period  for  the  catalog  pro- 
ject of  Society  for  International  Numismatists  (SIN).
